Since 
these  are  Government  property,   the  bureau  cannot  sell  them  but  in 
case  you  nish  to  make  duplicates  for  your  ovm  use  the  cost  is  out- 
lined belo'.7, 

PHOTOGRAPHS      Arrangements  have  been  made  v/ith  a  Uashington  firm  to 

make  and  sell  the  photographs  for  30  cents  each.  If 
10  copies  of  the  same  print  are  ordered,  the  price  is  18  cents  each. 
Order  all  prints  through  the  Office  of  Coopere^tive  Sxtension,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.     That  office  will  then 
arrange  to  loan  the  necessary  negatives  to  the  commercial  photographer, 
( Make  r)ur chase  orders  on  the  Hicks  Photof inishers .  Inc.,  2825  Georgia 
Avenue,  ITT.,  Washington,  D.  C.)    Order  by  negative  n\imber  (see  below) 
and  list  nuiabers  in  numerical  sequence,     purchase  orders  from  county 
agents  shoiild  be  approved  by  the  State  Extension  Director. 

Do  not  send  money  with  the  order.    A  bill  which  includes 
actual  transportation  charges  will  be  sent  to  you  when  your  material 
is  delivered.    Payment  should  be  made  promptly  upon  receipt  of  photo- 
graphs ,     Send  remittance  direct  to  the  firm  and  not  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Due  to  the  high  cost  of  these  prints  it  is  -suggested  that  the 
sta.te  extension  office  copy  the  phobographs  in  their  own  photographic 
laboratories,    With  the  negatives  on  file,  additional  sets  of  portfolios 
can  be  made  up  at  corapare,tively- little  expense,'   Portfolios  may  be  bor- 
rowed from  the  Bureau  of  Eome  Economics  for  this  pu^rpose, 

MOUNTS    15-ply  Melton  mounting  board  in  carbon  black,  cut  into  11  x  14- 
inch  size,  is  used  for  the  mounts.    This  may  be  bought  at  a 
photographic  supply  store  for  about  five  cents  a  piece, 

ASSEI'.CBLING    An  eyelet  punch  which  punches  the  holes  and  sets  the  eyelets 

at  the  same  time  is  used.    An  eyelet  3/l6-inch  long  is  suitable 
They  may  be  bought  at  a  stationery  store  for  about  fifteen  cents  a  box 
containing  250. 

Black  twilled  tape  1/4  inch  wide  may  be  used  for  tying  the  rao"unts 
together;  or  the  cards  may  be  left  separate  and  a  cardboard,  single-wing 
easel  pasted  to  the  back  of  es.ch.  In  this  cs-se  it  is  well  to  number  the 
cards  on  the  back  so  that  they  will  be  used  in  the  proper  sequence,  (The 
negative  numbers  are  listed  in  the  order  that  the  cards  are  to  be  used.) 
If  easels  are  put  on  the  back  of  the  mounts  the  eyelets  and  tape  are  un- 
necessary.
